He be- 
gan a furious tirade, reciting 
Dewey’s two campaign failures. 

‘Don’t let him take you down 
that road again,’’ he cried. 

My eyes had never left Dewey’s 
face. 

I saw him smile, but his eyés 
were hard. They stared straight 
at Dirksen and his lips moved 
in the three words of an ancient 
epithet. 


Not long thereafter Tom Dewey 


announced the New York vote. 
The nomination of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower then became inevi- 
table. 

Tom Dewey twice was nomi- 
nated for the presidency. Once 
the old master, Franklin Roose- 
velt, cut him down. Next it was 
the man from Independence, 
Mo., Harry Truman, who got up 
offi the floor, so to speak, and 
knocked out Dewey in the late 
rounds after the Chicago Tribune 
and a few other newspapers 
were on the street with ribbons 
reading, ‘“‘Dewey Wins.” Harry 
Truman, who couldn’t possibly 
win, did so. 


Destiny 


There are those steeped in 
political lore who think the Re- 
publicans and the nation might 
have been better off had Dewey, 
able administrator and astute 
politician, won in 1948. But he 
didn’t. The moving figure of 
destiny wrote and moved on. 

Now, Gov. Tom Dewey has 


tossed all the pieces of a polit- | 


ical chess game on the nation’s 
political table. 

When the game is played New 
York Congressman Franklin D. 
Roosevelt may be governor of 
New York—and on his way to 
the presidency of the United 
States—or his political career 
may be ended. 

Gov. Dewey did this with the 
flat, unequivocal announcement 
that he would not under any cir- 
cumstanees be a candidate for 
office this fall. The phrase ‘‘un- 
der any circumstances” rules 
out the possibility of a draft. 

Until they heard him say the 
words, members of the Repub- 
lican National Committee had 
hoped against hope the formi- 
dable little man who twice was 
turned back from the doorstep 
of the White House would con- 
sent again to be a candidate for 
reelection. 

While many of them disliked 
him, they all respected him. And 
none doubted he could hold and 
deliver New York state to the 
GOP. 


FDR 


Young Franklin D. Roosevelt 
began an up-state campaign 
months ago. It was a smart 
move, since it is that vote in 
New York which reduces, and 
often overcomes, the New York 
City, Democratic margin. 

But for six weeks his cam- 
paign has stood still. 

Averill Harriman, possessed 
of a record of achievement and 
political service, also is a can- 
didate. 

Democratic Party leaders in 
New York have indieated no 
preference. They were waiting 
for Dewey's decision. There is 
no asdurance they will choose 
young FDR. The balance of 
power in New York City’s Dem- 
ocratic strength is held by the 
Italian, Irish and Polish blocs, 
in about that order. They are 
largely Roman Catholic with 
strong feelings about divorce. 

Young Roosevelt is a divorced 
man. Also, his brother Jimmy 
writes letters about his girl 
friends. Carmine G. Desapio, 
able head of the revived Tam- 
many Hall, doesn’t personally 
eare for young FDR nor does 
Jim Farley. 

They will take him only if 
there is enough magic left in 
the name.

SEATO Is Last Link 
In World Defense Chain 


Events of the next few days will deter- 
mine whether the Southeast Asia Defense 
Organization, signed yesterday, is another 
case of too little, too late. Certainly the 
menacing moves of the Chinese Commu- 
nists toward Formosa are not conducive 
to comfort. 

If the Reds are intent on invading For- 
mosa, the U.S. Seventh Fleet is committed 
to action. This, of course, could lead to 
all-out war with Communist China. There 
is no doubt but that Nationalist Chinese 
leader Chiang Kai-shek will do every- 
thing he possibly can to precipitate such 
a development. 

' The current tension may or may not be 
aimed at the SEATO conference and the 
nations participating therein. Certainly 
the Reds would like to prevent its becom- 
ing effective, an objective said to be sec- 
ond only to the breaking up of the EDC 
idea in Europe. 

The SEATO pact, as imperfect and as 
weak as it appears, completes the last link 
in the free world’s chain of containment 
fay communism. While the network can 
stand a lot of strengthening, a system of 
alliances now exists that finds the United 
States committed from Norway to Aus- 
tralia to help resist Communist aggression. 

NATO, now a going concern, is the 
strongest alliance against communism. 
The United States is the mainstay of this 
group that includes the countries of West- 
ern Europe, Greece and Turkey. Greece 
and Turkey, in turn, are aligned with 
Yugoslavia to secure the Balkan region 
still outside the Iron Curtain. 

Turkey is allied with Pakistan in South 
Asia through a mutual aid pact. Pakistan 
also is to participate in SEATO as is the 
United States—thus completing a world 
circle. 

In addition, the United States has bi- 
lateral ties with Japan, South Korea and 
the Philippines. It is also allied with 
Australia and New Zealand in the South 
Pacific. 

_ SEATO is the beginning of a security 
system for Southeast Asia. If war within 
the next few months can be avoided, it 
could prove successful. The system of 
alliances and the policy of containment 
fathered by Dean Acheson and George F. 

mnan are still the only alternatives to 
a more costly war.

The ATSC works constantly to cut 
down the $64,000,000 arnual cost of traffic 
¢eongestion and the $20,000,000 toll in acci- 
dents at home, on the street ard in the

The Atlanta Traffic and Safety Coun- 
cil has accomplished much in the six years 
it has been operating. The pattern has 
been selected by the White House Traffic 
Conference as a model for cities of similar 
size. 

What the Atlanta organization needs to 
become more effective is a broader base 
and a bigger budget. It is seeking both in 
a membership campaign starting next 
week.

Traffic congestion and loss of time and 
pay from accidents is poor business.

‘Campaign Did Not Ease 


State’s Water Problem 


Although the results are not yet com- 
pletely clear, the election is over. Georgia 
and her people are still here and they 
still have pretty much the same problems. 
These problems have a way of surviving 
political campaigns and of bobbing up to 
plague whatever administration is chosen. 

Right now thousands of Georgians are 
concerned with the immediate problem of 
water. Two communities in the Metropoli- 
tan Atlanta area, College Park and East 
Point, are faced with drastic shortages. 
Without rainfall in the near future, the 
shortages threaten a crisis. 

College Park and East Point are not 
alone. Many other communities in the 
state are in the same ccendition. Down at 
Tifton farmers are hauling an estimated 
1,000,000 gallons of water daily from the 
town’s water supply for family and live- 
stock use. In Telfair and many other 
counties, it is a fight to save livestock and 
what remains of the crops. 

It is true that the drought is perheps 
much more severe in some counties than 
in. others. It is worse in some places 
than many people can remember. Nature’s 
whims do not accommodate themselves to 
political campaigns nor do they wait. The 
problem of moisture is not alleviated by 
a lot of political hot air. 

Yes, the problem of water is an imme- 
diate one. It is also a lasting one. Dam- 
age is estimated at more than $100,000,- 
000. 

The new administration must concern 
itself with this problem. Campaign ora- 
tory has not erased it. It will take a lot of 
thought, hard work and guidance on the 
part of the entire state to institute an in- 
telligent program of storage, conservation 
and supplemental irrigation—not to men- 
tion relief for those in distress. 


High School Diploma 
Is a $33,000 Dividend 


The young person who can’t quite 
make up his (or her) mind whether to 
go back to school this fall would do well 
to consider statistics on earnings revealed 
by the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The figures show it conclusively—ed- 
ucation pays. The high school graduate 
can anticipate an average life earning of 
$78,000 while the nongraduate can expect 
only $45,000. 

What the teen-ager can earn now may 
have its appeal. But the truth is the pay- 
check in hand, over a lifetime, falls short 
$33,000 ‘of the paycheck after diploma.

McCarthy Judges 
Hearing’s Legality 


WASHINGTON—From the first week’s hear- 
ings, it is amply evident that Sen. Arthur V. 
Watkins, the elderly, white-haired, former judge 


from Utah, is guiding the investigation of the censure charges against 
Sen. McCarthy with a firm and judicial hand. 

He has had to use the gavel a few times, but he has used it to 
enforce decisively the procedural rulings of the committee and to 
keep the testimony and the argument centered on the issues under 


inquiry, not on points of disorder. 

Thus far Sen. McCarthy and his 
lawyer have directed the senator's 
defense to three main points. 

They questioned the impartiality 
and therefore the fitness of Sen. 
Edwin C. Johnson, D., of Colorado, 
to judge the evidence. 

They contended Ahat, whatever 
might be the merits of the censure 
charges, it w6uld be un-Constitu- 
tional for ohe Congress (the 83rd)

of the world, as well as in protecting our own national security. All 
of which raises the question of ways by which we can create good 


will, of which there are many. 
There is one that we have been 
using, though not nearly to the 
extent that we could or should. 
That is the distribution of the food 


surpluses, which cram our ware- 
houses, to help feed the hungry 
of other countries. 


In its last session, Congress 
broadened the laws covering dis- 
tribution of farm surpluses. It 
acted on a request by President 
Eisenhower, who urged an expand- 
ed program in his budget mes- 
sage, “To assist in strengthening 
the economies of friendly coun- 
tries and otherwise to contribute 
to the accomplishment of our 
foreign policy objectives.” 

It has been two and a half 
months since the President signed 
the bill into law. 

But up to now he has not issued 
the necessary executive order set- 
ting up procedures for operating 
under the broadened law. Why? 
Because five departments and 
agencies still are bickering among 
themselves as to authority in ad- 
ministering the surplus distribu- 
tion program and have not come 
up with a plan as the basis for 
an executive order. 

These are the State Department, 
which is charged with over-all di- 


rection of foreign policy; the For- 
eign Operations Administration, 
headed by Harold Stassen, which 


bases its claim on operations in 
aid programs; the Department of 
Agriculture, which has direct con- 
trol over surpluses; the Treasury 
Department, which makes a claim 
on the ground that it has juris- 
diction in government finance, and 
the Commerce Department, which 
argues for participation because of 
its control of strategic materials 
that enter into some deals involv- 
ing surpluses. 

; The quibbling over administra- 
tion of surplus distribution under 
the revised law has been especi- 
ally frustrating to a businessman 
who came here at the request of 
the President to help organize sur- 
plus food distribution. Like so 
many others of his kind through 
the years, Clarence Francis, chair- 
man of the board of General Foods 
Corporation, found himself en- 
meshed in rules, regulations, laws, 
red tape, and thwarted by inter- 
—ounene jealousies and rival- 
es.

VOTERS SWARM IN 


Every Box 
In DeKalb 
Is Watched 


The polling place of Georgia’s 
largest voting precinct, in the De- 
catur High School Auditorium, was 
as crowded as a football dance 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The long, overlapping lines to 
that Decatur Courthouse precinct’s 
24 voting machines in the audi- 
torium were indicative of the 
heavy voting taking place in Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties. A record 
7,960 of that precinct’s 12,148 reg- 
istered voters cast their ballots in 
person, with more than 450 ab- 
sentee ballots tabulated. 

In larger precincts in both 
counties, grumbling was heard 
about the long wait at the ma- 
chines during rush hours. As cit- 
izens stopped by to vote on their 
way home, the situation got 
worse. 

The election spotlight was fo- 
cused largely on DeKalb County, 


where at least two candidates’ 


had poll watchers stationed at 


every precinct. Some of the 


watchers had been on duty since 
the polls opened at 7 a.m. 


35,000 PREDICTED 

The Fifth District congressional 
race and the bitter DeKalb com- 
rhission contest led observers to 


predict a record turnout of 35,000 
of the more than 55,000 voters in 
DeKalb. 


Either election might be won 
or lost at the courthouse precinct 
and candidates knew it. 

Campaign cards were scattered 
along the sidewalk for a block on 
either side of the entrance to the 
Decatur auditorium. Piled three 
and four deep in some places 
where voters dropped them, the 
white cardboard rectangles read 
“Vote for Davis .... Vote for 


Dean ... Vote for Huiet . . .!|

for Greer . . . for Gowen... 

Congressional candidate Morris 
Abram stood midway in the block, 
his face reddened by the sun, pass- 
ing out cards side by side with 
Mary Martin Davis, incumbent 
representative James C. Davis’ 
daughter.

‘“‘We’ve been standing here get-| 


ting sunburned together,’’ Mary 
Martin quipped as she turned to 
hand a red, white and blue emery 
board to a passing voter.

Timing is of the essence. The 
teeth should be brushed after 
each meal—and each snack— 
dentists emphasize. 

The secret of proper tooth- 
brushing, they point out, is 
application of friction and pres- 
sure. Dentists call the method 
“inter-dental’’ because, as the 
name implies, it concentrates 
on the areas between the teeth. 

It takes the toothbrush out of 
the realm of the scrub brush 
and makes a series of tooth- 
picks of its tufts. 
TECHNIQUE TIP 

One technique is to place the 
bristles at right angles along 
the line where the gum tissue 
meets the teeth. 

Pressure is then gently but 
firmly applied so that the ends 
of the bristles bend and slide 
off, penetrating into the space 
between, 

As they penetrate, the sides 
of the bristles come into con- 
tact with the gum tissue and 
compress it. 

The upper teeth are brushed 
downward and the lower teeth 
are brushed upward. 

Each stroke should be watched 
in the mirror. 

Dr. Dorothy G. Hard of the 


she points out, ‘‘but unless they 
are told to look at their teeth 
and gums as they brush them, 
they incline their heads for- 
ward and look in the wash bowl. 
They depend on feeling rather 
than sight. 
NEED GLASSES 

‘Those who wear glasses for 
reading should put them on 
when they brush their teeth.”’

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A Homecoming With Tears

LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 8—After eight years of 
measuring football matters by the professional scale of 
the Cleveland Browns, Blanton Collier’s first view of 
his first Kentucky team was nothing short of an eye- 
opener. Accustomed to the comforting sight of 250- 
pound linemen, he found Kentucky tackles and guards 
weighing 185 and 190. Where huge, agile ball carriers 
operated for the pros, he found Kentucky’s fullback a 
corking 168 and no halfback over 175. 

“I tell you,” Collier said to the accompaniment of a wheezing 
fleor fan, ‘‘I don’t want to talk so much about it that it’s going 
to effect my boys. I know this is a different league, and that you 
ae switch from an optimistic to a pessi- 
ae : mistic philosophy, but I didn’t figure 
on having to go this far. It’s just im- 
possible for me to be anything else but 
pessimistic.”’ 

What Collier inherited is the rem- 
nants of a squad with which Bear Bry- 
ant jolted the entire Southeastern Con- 
ference last season. Kentucky lost the 
first two games to Texas A&M and 
Ole Miss, but never lost again. The 
third game, a tie with LSU, actually 
cost them the pennant. As it was, they 
finished in a dead heat for second 
ss place with Georgia Tech and Ole Miss 
after a straw vote election to the sec- 
ond division. 

Collier must go with the same 
personnel, minus 20 graduates or 
other casualties. He must go with 
the smallest squad in the league 
(“35 bodies and 10 other people’’) both in size and number, 
He must go with a line that averages 193 pounds and a back- 
field that averages 173. He must go without Steve Meilinger, 
Ralph Paolone, Ray Correll, Tommy Adkins and Al Zampino, 
the heart of the ’53 troops. 

‘Meilinger was the All-American utility man. Paolone came 
out of Bryant’s doghouse and became a tremendous fullback. 
Cortell was this state’s idea of the lineman of the year. Adkins 
was second-string center on the All-SEC. Zampino would have 
beeh a great Kentucky end, but the Army chose him for soldier- 
ing recently. 


——A Reward for Hooper’s Perseverance 


‘Losing Zampino was a real blow. He was something of a 
Meuinger, a defensive halfback, an offensive end. He would have 
beeh the greatest of the Wildcats this year. In the words of 
Collier, ‘‘Losing him destroyed us.’’ 

Kentucky will be able to field a fairly good first-string 
line, light but dogged. Howard Schnellenberger and Bradley 
Mills at end weigh 195 and 185, Duke Curnutte and Pete Kirk 
at tackles weigh 190 and 200, Joe Koch and Neil Lowry at 
guard weigh 185 and 190. At center is the strength, for here 
the Wildcats can field either junior Leo Strange or sophomore 
Dave Kuhn, both 215, tough and far-ranging. 

After this group, the Wildcats will be at the mercy of size, 
numbers and inexperience. Take the ends, for instance, where 
the. replacements conform to Little League limitations, Larry 
Hennessey (5-7) and Jack Hanley (5-9). There is some beef 
at tackles—Ken Lutz, 225, and J. T. Frankenberger, 220, for 
instance—but it is untrained. 

Bryant, in desperation, called on Bob Hardy and found 
himself a competent quarterback last season. Hardy didn’t 
throw a lot, but he got the job done, completed 24 of 47 for 
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418 yards. It’s as a runner in Collier’s split T that he and his 
190 pounds figure. He'll be the heaviest of a foursome that 
includes Dick Mitchell (160) and Don Netoskie (175) at half- 
backs and Hayden Hooper (168) at fullback.

Hooper was the No. 2 man in the deal that brought Max 
/Mason from Rockmart, Ga., to Kentucky and failure. Hooper, in 
spite of his size and a broken leg last September, has stuck it 
out. Now it looks as if his perseverance will pay off, for the 
tough little cookie stands out as the likely first-stringer. He’s a 
;rugged linebacker and dangerous on quickies and the draw,

But hear out Collier, who coached the Browns’ backs. “I 
-haven’t seen Hardy play, actually. He missed spring practice. 
'Mitchell is fast but awfully light. There’s another Mitchell, Billy— 
no relation—who has great possibilities at halfback. At right half 
we have no experience. At fullback we’re light and untried. We 
don’t have any backs, period. And this is a running league.’’ 

The Collier landing at Kentucky is another remarkable 
event in one of coaching’s most remarkable careers. When 
Bryant stunned the administration by asking for his release 
to go to Texas A&M, there was no doubt about the desired 
successor. It was Collier. 

He holds a degree from Kentucky, but never played football 
here. He has never been a college coach before, yet he has built 
an outstanding reputation among the pros as Paul Brown’s assist- 
‘ant. He met Brown while the two were at Great Lakes in the 
'Navy, not over the fence, as the story goes, but through the 
| proper channels. A commander named Thompson, learning of 
Collier’s devotion to football, introduced the yeoman to Brown, 
‘a lieutenant commander. Collier, a man with three children and 
16 years of high school coaching behind him, went into the Navy 
‘at the age of 37. It was the greatest break he ever got. | 

When Kentucky came for him there wasn’t much doubt that 
he was going, though newspapers managed to create some. It was 
a chance to go home, for Collier grew up in Paris, Ky., 25 miles 
away. It was sort of like inviting a former batboy to become the 
manager of the team. 

Collier won’t have to live long in suspense about the 
quality of his first college team. Kentucky opens with Mary- 
land, rated No. 4 by Fred Russell, follows with. Ole Miss, 
rated No. 1 by Francis Wallace, LSU, an annual October 
giant, Florida and Georgia Tech. It eases here with Villanova, 
Vanderbilt and Memphis State and winds up with Tennessee. 

In the end it seems the picture is not as dire as Collier 
imagines, that he unconsciously deals in glorified standards as 
‘his professional heritage. Still, there is no ’'53-model surprise 
hidden among these bold bantams. If they finish at the top of the 
| league's lower third, they will have fulfilled their coach’s first- 
year obligation to his old Kentucky home.

Magnet to Industry 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Remember when your high school physics teacher, in order 
to demonstrate the principle of magnetism, scattered thousands 
of tiny iron filings on a -piece of paper? 

When he held the paper up and placed a magnet under it, 
the filings were drawn into the magnetic field as though by some 

To get a picture of what is happening to Georgia industrially 
today, substitute a map of the state for the piece of paper, and 
several dozen factories for the iron filings. 

And for the “invisible force” substitute a large and able labor 
= combined with plentiful natural resources and a moderate 
climate. 

These ice things that account for the 88 new industries which 
have located.in Georgia so far this year, and for the expansion 
of an additional 40 plants already located in the state. 

And, according to the Georgia State Chamber of Commerce, 
these new and expanded plants will provide more than 7,000 ad- 
ditional jobs for Georgians living in and near the 54 communi- 
ties in which the plants are located. 

What type of industry entered the state in greatest numbers? 
No, not textiles, or garments or food products, although these 
ranked high. 

Significantly, 23 new machinery and metal products indus- 
tries entered Georgia in 1954. This could possibly indicate a 
growing trend toward heavier manufacturing operations . 

But don’t start counting out Georgia’s largest industry, tex- 
tiles. So far this year the state has 11 new textile plants, three 
new textile processing plants and 19 new garment factories. 

There are also 15 new food products industries, 12 new plants 


manufacturing farm equipment and supplies, 10 each making “ 


building materials and such household items as furniture, and a 
lesser number of other types. 

It is noteworthy that one-third of the cities and towns se- 
curing new industries since January have -populations of less 
than 5,000. It is a credit to the initiative of these towns, not sat- 
isfied with the status quo, but striving for progress. 

Atlanta’s share of new and expanded industries this year is 
proportionate with its size. Twenty-four of the city’s industrial 
sites are sporting new firms, while another 11 plants already lo- 
cated here have expanded in the past eight months. 

Gainesville has sprouted four new plants, while Athens, 
Fitzgerald and Monroe have three new ones each. Seven other 
communities have acquired two new industries each so far in 
1954, and 32 towns have added one each. 

Georgia’s magnetic attraction for new industry shows no 
signs of diminishing. On the contrary, it is as strong as ever and 
seems likely to continue its pull on new industry for many years 
to come.

Children’s Stuttering 
Called Normal Phase 


Benny R., 3, is a very smart 
youngster. 

“But he stutters a great 
deal,’’ his worried mother pro- 
tested. 

“His tongue gets so twisted 
at times that he can hardly 
utter a word. 

“It not only makes me ner- 
vous, but even Benny himself 
gets angry at his inability to 
speak. 

“Dr. Crane, I’ve corrected 
him a thousand times, but it 
does no good, so what would 


, you suggest?’’ 


NORMAL STUTTERING 
We psychologists recognize a 
normal period of stuttering in 


| the development of children. 


It occurs in the pre-school 
age when the boys and girls 
find their ‘‘speaking’’ vocabu- 
lary lags far behind their 
*“‘comprehension”’ vocabulary. 

This irritates them, as well 
as their parents, as Benny’s 
mother has so well indicated. 

You adults who have studied 


a foreign language can under- 
stand this situation perfectly. 

For you can understand a 
foreign tongue much faster 
than you can speak it. 

In other words, your ‘“‘com- 
prehension’ vocabulary § ex- 
ceeds your ‘‘speaking’’ vocab- 
ulary. 

In Benny’s type of stutter- 
ing, the parents, as well as 
visiting relatives, should never 
make an issue of his difficulty. 
They should tactfully overlook 
it, realizing that in another 
year os so Benny will correct 
his trouble himself. 

For his speaking vocabulary 
will then overtake his compre- 
hension vocabulary. 


NEUROTIC PARENTS 


But if a neurotic parent makes 
an issue of his stuttering and 
yells ‘‘Now stop and start over, 
Benny,’’ she may ‘“‘set’’ this 
stuttering in his nervous sys- 
tem and thus make it a per- 
manent habit. 

Nagging mothers often are 
the cause of permanent stut- 
tering in such youngsters. 

Irritable fathers who feel hu- 


I like’ to have nice things 
saved for company, but I don’t 
see any sense in fillin’ every 
drawer and shelf with stuff 
that’s too nice to use. 


miliated because their child is 
not as adept as others in the 
neighborhood may baw! out the 
youngster and thus make pbim 
a chronic stutterer. 

So you jittery parents need 
to calm down and surround 
your children with a less hectic 
environment. Try to keep a 
soothing, happy atmosphere in 
your home. 

I realize that isn’t possible 
constantly, but at least shoot 
at such a goal as the bull’s- 
eye. 

But when he does occasion- 
ally stutter at the age of 2 to 5, 
by all means ignore it. It will 
correct itself in a couple of 
years unless you permanently 
“‘set’’ this nuisance habit by 
harping on it and scolding the 
child. 
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
